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THE CARE OF YOUR 


Water Lilies 


Hardy Lilies may be planted any time from the lst of April until the middle 
of August. 


Tropical Lilies may be planted when the temperature averages seventy 
degrees or about May 25th. 


Water lilies come into flower early in the season and bloom until frost. 


Concrete pools are best left full of water and covered with boards and straw. 
Hardy Water lilies will winter in the pool if the water does not freeze deeply, 
but Tropical Lilies are best considered as annuals and purchased new each year. 
Hardy Lilies growing in boxes may be taken into a cool basement until Spring. 
Care to be taken not to allow them to dry out. 


Running water is neither necessary nor desirable and may retard the de- 
velopment of Water Lilies by keeping the temperature too low. 


New concrete pools should be filled with water and drained at least four 
(4) times before any fish or plants are introduced. 


Planting instructions are attached to every Water Lily tuber shipped. 
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SHIPPING TERMS 


Water plants may be shipped safely at any time. Shipments 
will be made at as early a date as experience has shown us is 
advisable for your particular locality, unless otherwise instruct- 
i ed. Orders will not be delayed. 


Tropical Water Lilies are shipped from May 20th on. 
Aquarium Plants, when ordered alone, are shipped at once. 


All waterplants are shipped by Parcel Post unless customer 
specifies some other carrier. If Express is specified shipment will 
be made charges collect. Items other than waterplants will be 
shipped by Express.

Tropical Lilies provide twenty-four hours of continuous bloom each day from settled 
weather in spring until fall. They adapt themselves to the largest Pools or the smallest 
Tub-Gardens, the size of the flowers alone being affected depending on the amount of soil 
and water surface provided. We ship only mature, potted plants, many already in flower 
which produce fully developed plants giving a wealth of bloom in a surprisingly short 
time after setting out. Tropical Liliies are of two distinct types. The Day Blooming Lilies 
whose flowers open with the sun and close at evening and the Night Blooming Lilies 
whose flowers open in the afternoon and remain open until late the following morning. 
For constant succession of bloom the Tropical Lilies are unexcelled.

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How To Build a 


Lily Pool 


Regardless of size, a Lily 
Pool can add untold zest to the 
joy and fun of gardening. There 
probably have been many 
times when you have visualized 
a spot for a pool. 


It is important that you se- 
lect a site that will receive as 
much sunlight as possible and 
since the pool will be the most 
attractive feature of the gar- 
den, we suggest that careful 
consideration be given to the 
size and shape. 


Forms should be constructed 
for the formal pool, making the 
walls a minimum of 8” thick 
and the bottom 6”. It is not 
necessary to make the pool 
more than 24 to 30 inches deep. 
Sides and bottom should be 
reinforced with 14-inch steel 
tods and heavy mesh wire. 
Cement mixture should be 
three parts sand and one part 
cement. 


The most popular type pool 
however, is the informal or 
irregular shaped pool—describ- 
ed as kidney-shaped. This pool 
may be set in a rock garden 
or landscaped border where 
different effects may be cre- 
ated. Forms are not necessary 
in constructing this type of pool 
since the sides will act as a 
form. Excavate the soil 6 inches 
wider and deeper than the 
actual finished size of the pool 
will be. Apply first cement coat 
about 3 inches thick using 3 
parts sand and one part ce- 
ment. Place 14-inch steel rods 
—6-inch centers over the entire 
area and imbed in the cement. 
Let this coat set for 24 hours. 
Apply another coat 3 inches 
thick and cover with heavy 
mesh wire—also imbeded in the 
cement. Let set for another 24 
hours. Last and finishing coat— 
use 2 parts sand and one part 
cement and apply 2 inches of 
cement. This is the final coat 
and surface should be troweled 
evenly. When cement is dry, 
apply sealer. We recommend 
Micro-seal which is a _ pool 
paint that comes in pastel 
shades and is harmless to 
plants and fish.
